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1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 13-39 to 
an invention non-elected without traverse.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record teaches the method of making a thin layer electrochemical cell comprising providing a 
separator layer, an anode layer, a cathode layer and then impregnating the separator followed by 
passing all three layers through a lamination unit to laminate the anode and cathode layers onto 
the separator layer. None of the art teach impregnating the separator followed by the lamination 
step.
